Though through long years of repetition this 


practice has become somewhat hackneyed, it is.still not en- 
tirely out of place, as good often comes from having' the atten- 
tion called afresh to matters of common knowledge. 


In-a baccalaureate sermon, preached a few days ago by a 


university.president the speaker said that "Today (here is a 
new-callj'lo-.a new service. It is the call of humanity to light 
for human" rights." lie' (hen went on lo mention some of the 
criticisms against many prevailing 'conditions, and the fears 
thai are felHhal unless (here is a speedy and emphatic change 
ihe country will be plunged into more serious troubles than il 
is experiencing today, if not into ruin. 


The speaker said lhal among the dangers pointed out by 


tliose who feel thai ihe country is drifting in Ihe wrong direc- 
tion is the fact that so large a part of the population is now 
living in the cities, whose corruptions and vices were formerly 
more largely offset by the purity of the country districts than 
is the case today. The public school system is being criticised, 
the claim being advanced thai its work is nol thorough and 
that graduates are being turned out who are not well grounded 
in the studies they have pursued. The prevailing influences in 
politics, business and social life emanate from the cities, which 
substantially rule the nation in all things. The speaker quoted 
Professor Giddings, who in reviewing recenll your American 
life said: "We are witnessing today, beyond question, the de- 


cay, 
perhaps not permanent, but al any rate the decay, ol 


republican institutions." 


And it was admitted by the speaker lhal, in (he main, "we 


shall have to agree with what has been said aboui conditions 
prevailing today." 
He did not view Ihe case as hopeless In 


any means, but said the new call to the new work is a call U 
light for social juslice, human rights and an equal chance fo 


all. 
But this is not a new call. 
II was voiced many centimes 


ago bv the founder of Christianity, and in so far as conditions 
are not what they ought'lo be it is because Ihe call has not 
been sullicienlly heard and heeded. .The light for social juslice 
and human rights is strictly in order, but the work is not new, 
and the call thereto bears Ihe age of centuries.
